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PREFACE. 


A COPY of Vallabhadeva’s Sauskrifc Autkology was my earliest 
purchase for the Booibay GoYeranient Oollectioii of Sanskrit 
Manuscripts. I had gone to Jcjpore to meet there the Agent 
and Shastri of the Search^ from whotii I hopod^ in accordance 
with Indianjisejind went, to learn at least the rudiments of the 
' Art^oncquiruig MSS. By mischance they had gone instead 
t'j Oodoypore in the heart of Uajputaiia. I was considering 
whether I had not better make a virtue of necessity^ and leave 
Jcypore to revisit the place under better auspices, when some 
good fortune led me to the Public Library. There was no one 
in the room but a young scholar, who was reading, as I could 
see, a voliimo of the Benares Pandit. I plucked up courage, 
and, samskritam asritya, introduced myself to him as a 
follow student. Pandit Durgaprasada came next morning 
to see me with a number of books which he thought might 
be useful to me. Among them was this Subhashituvali, 
in the copy which ho had himself used when a pupil in 
Kashmir. I knew enough of my business to turn first to 
the last leaves of the book for ready information as to its 
nature and contents. In the sequel something will be said of 
the verses on which I thus stumbled. It was clear that tho 
book was worth buying; and Dui'gaprasada’s manuscript, here 
called A, is the foundation of this edition of the work. A year 
later, in the course of a visit to Ulwar, I found a second copy 
of the book in tho library of Pandit Bhavuiiand of that place, 
who has most kindly allowed us the free use of it for purposes 
of collation (B). In tho interval it had Ix'corne apparent that 
our book was the same as an xiuthology of which Bfihler g<'t 
two copies ill Kashmir, but which is inhU Report ascribed to Sri- 
vara. This information was due to Aufrcclit, s\ho had obtained 
the loan of Biihler's MSS. and had iu Weber ludiscke 


Studienpublishctl several extract'^ from thom^ ascribing the book 
at the same time to the real author. Those manuscripts, called 
here C and D were^ tlirough Aufrecht’s kindness, in our hands 
before we went to press. Oar text was, however, already formed 
and written out : and, on a review of our book, we are disposed 
to think that this circumstance has perhaps led us uncon- 
Bciously to give even greater weight to A as compared with the 
others, and with C in particular, than it, in our judgment, decid- 
edly deserves. Of the four MSS. used, A and C are by far the 
best; but C has been corrected overmuch. A reference to 
the notes will show that, in several places where A, B and D 
agree in showing a gap, C has the gap tilled up, but in a manner 
inconsistent with wliat we mast believe, on the evidence of the 
other thiee MSS., to have been the original text. 


In the Notes wc have not consciously shirked any of the 
difficulties in our book. But wo cannot hope always to have 
succeeded in our interpi’etation ; and much remains in our own 
judgment obscure. In this connection we may point out that 
we have furnished a list of difficult verses or parts of verses, 
which will be found at the end of the book, and on which wo 
would fain draw the critic^s firo. 


An attempt has been made in the Introduction to put to- 
gether all that is known of each poet and, so far as we could, 
all that has been with any plausibility conjectured about him. 
This has been the hardest part of our task ; and we ask indul- 
gence for the manner in which it has been executed. No 
one who has not made a similar attempt can know how difficult, 
in the present state of our knowledge, it is. We judged it 
better to make the attempt at the risk, or rather with the 
certainty of failure, the extent of which it must be for others 
to judge. But, should the book run to a second edition, we 
undertake that this part of it shall show that the editors have 
neglected no suggestion of improvement which may have 
reached them.

But when he bronii'ht the deed to the P<inJit the latter steadfastly 
refmed to accept the gift, because he eoiisidered it unlawful as 
coming from a king. Later Kaivafca left Kasmir and wandered to 
Benares. There lie vanqiiifthed the Pandits at a sabha by his great 
learning’, and composed the Pradipa at the ret|ncst of the Sabh.-ipati. 
According to this story the Pradipa was not written in Kakmir, and, 
if the statement tiuit Kaiyata lived at Pampar is true, it cannot be 
older than the 9 lit century. Foe that town was built by Padraa in 
the reign of Ajitupida, F4t-S49 A.O. Dr. Kielhorn lias lately 
stated in his pamphlet on the Malribhashya that lie does not think 
Kaiyata an old writer. I agree witli liim on this point, and do not 
believe that he is older than the loth century A.D. The earliest 
Indian grammarian who quotes him i.s, as far as I know, Saya^- 
Madhava. I have lu^ard it asserted by Indian Pandits tliat Kaiyata 
was a brother of ^fammata.’' — BuhlePs Kashmir Report, p. 7lff.

How long before '3:37 A.D. KalidAsa flourislied 
is not known. In Ids erunmentary on Heglmduta 14 Mallinatha tells 
that Diniutgacharya and I^icliula were contemporaries of Kalidasa. 
Diiinaga is believed to have lived in the middle of the 6th century.

The discovery of the dramatist's real date has rendered it obvious 
that we have to do vith at least two Raja'^ekluu'as, to the younger of 
whom are to be ascribed in all [)r('babilit j all tlic memorial vers<‘s 
dealing with famous poets vrhicliaro ascribcil to a Ihija^ekliara in the 
anthologies, and which have hitherto been suppOvSfal to belong to the 
dramatist. In one of these verses, tliat beginning bhaso lamdiasomilau, 
reference is made, as Bidder has pointed out, to Ratnakara who 
flourished in the middle of tlie ninth century. This younger Raja- 
tekhara must therefore be placed later than that. How much later 
is not known. Max Afuiler. India; ^Vhat can it tcacli us ! p. n, 
in identifying the Raja^ekhara, who was >upposeJ foliave vritten both 
tile dramas and memorial verses, with the Jain writer of tlie same 
name who wrote a Prabandliako^ha in A.D. 1:147 has overlooked the 
fact that Bidder.

The other verses Aufrecht quotes are all, as he notes, from the 
three dramas. 

In the introduction to his BrilarAmayaiia and in that to his Viddha- 
sulabhahjika, Rajastkhara mentions his grandfather Akalajalada. 
The verse bhekaih kutarasayihhir, which is, in our book No. 843, 
ascribed to a poet from the south country” (Dakshinatyasya) is 
given by Aufrecht from his Sarilgadhavapaddati under Akalajalada. 
It is probably the origin of the name, though Aufrecht has also con- 
jectured that the verse may contain the hidden (parokshu) meaning 
that the sea of poetry lay dried up until Akalajalada appeared. That 
Akalajalada was under that name a poet of repute is clear from two 
references to him found in the Suktimuktrivali in versos ascribed 
there to (the younger) Rajasekhara. The first of these verses is also 
given in the Haravaii under Rajasekhara.

18 styled Srirudrabliatta, So also the commentator on the Sriugu- 
ratilaka calls his author Rudnikavi. 

In his second paper Z. D. ^[. G. XXXVI. 376 Aufrecht notes 
that the verse yatra svedalavair aiam yilulitair which is quoted in 
the Vetalapahchayihsatika> is from Rudrata’s Sringaratilaka, and 
compares Magha 10, 76.

Author of the Kavyalanikara. The SvebWbara Jain Xamisadhu 
wrote a commentary on the Kavyalarakara either in 1125 A, D. or 1 1 76 
A.D. According to Pischel (Gott. gel. Anz. 1885 Xr. 19, p, 764) 
some of Rudrata’s verses occur in Pratiharenduraja’s commentary 
on Udbhata’s book. Pratiharenduraja was a scholar of Mukula, 
whose father was a contemporary of RatnAkara, He therefore, 
according to Pischel, belongs to the first half of the tenth century. 
Pratiharenduraja would thus be the earliest known writer to quote 
Rudrata. He is quoted also in the Sarasvatikanthabharana. Biihler, 
who was at first disposed to put Rudrata in the second half of the 
eleventh century, now thinks (Ind. Ant. XII. 30) that he cannot be 
placed later than the tenth century, and may be even earlier. 

Of verses which Aufrecht gives under Rudrata from the §arnga- 
dharapaddhati most, as that scholar notes, are from the Sringarati- 
laka. The others are as follows. 1 ekakini yad abala taruni 132, 13.

Rai is probably the equivalent of Rajilnaka and we are to recog- 
nise in our poet the Rajana [ka] rappaka who, according to the 
Bodleian MS. was the author of the Alaipkararasarvasva. Aufrecht's 
Osford Catalogue, 210 a. In Biihler's manuscripts the name is spelt 
Ruyyaka, and Biihler considers that the correct form, ppa for yya 
being, he notes, a very common mistake in Indian transcripts of 
Kashmiran Devanagari MSS. because the Bach-Bhattas will make 
the two groups nearly alike. Biihler’s Kashmir Report, p. 68, 
Peterson found the name, as that of the author of the Alamkara- 
sarvasva, given in the form Rajiinaka Ruchaka in his MS, of Ratna- 
k ant ha’s compilation of commentaries on the Kavyaprakasa 
(Sarasamuchchaya), Ruchaka was already known as author, or one 
of the authors, of the Kavyaprakasasainketa, Biihler’s List, 1875-6, 
No. 247. Peterson’s Second Report, pp. 14 and 17. Independent 
confirmation of Peterson’s identification of Ruchaka with Ruppaka 
or Ruyyaka has been recently furnished by Pischel, who has found 
an explicit statement to that effect at the end of a MS. (Bubier’a 
No. 265) of Ruyyaka’s Sahridayalila. Gott, gel. Anz. Nr. 19, p» 
767, Pischel also shows there that Jayaratha, who wrote a com- 
mentary on Ruyyaka’s Alamkarasarvasva called the Yimarsini, refers 
in it to the KAvyaprakasasamketa as another work by his author. 

It has been seen that !Mankha wrote his Srikanthacharita when 
Jayasihha was reigning in Kashmir. Jayasihha’s date is given as 
1129 — 1150 A.D. Mankha refers in his poem to Ruyyaka as his gnru, 
and Biihler, who identifies this Ruyyaka with the author of the 
Alain karasarvasva, places our poet accordingly in the middle of the 
twelfth centnry. 

The Sarasamuchchaya also yielded a reference to Rajanaka 
Ruchaka's Ala nkaranusarini, described as a commentary on a iVIaha- 
kavya called Somapalavilasa by one Jalhana. The poet’s Sahrida- 
yalila has already been mentioned. In his Ala m karasarvasva he 
mentions his own Snkanthastava and Sahityamimahsa. The former 
work Aufrecht took to be a chapter in praise of the country so called 
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standing at the head of a poem called the Harshacharita, also by 
Ruppaka. According to Pischel the Srikanthastava is a Hymn to 
Siv'a : and the reference to a Harshacharita has regard to a com- 
mentary on Balia’s work of that name written by our author. Pis- 
chel also notes that the name of Rucliaka’s father was RajAnakatilaka 
[ ? ], and that he too was a writer on Alaiukara, being the author of 
a commentary on Udbhata to which Jayaratha refers.
